er days. There was a justice who 
was in the habit of taking sides in 
cases before him, and he never hes 
itated to give evideifCc in the case, 
or do anything else necessary to 
give him an excuse for deciding 
for his favorite. , 

On one occasion the plaintiff 
put in his evidence,and t was plain 
that he had not made a case. The 
justice saw it and held up his hand 
and swore himself to tell tlfe truth. 
Then he stated as to an occur¬ 
rence that made up a strong case 
for the plaintiff. • 

A bystander was so disgusted 
with the gnjust magistrate that 
he said audibly, "Iwonld n’t he 
lieve the old fool on oath 

The lawyer heard him, and when 
he had a chance to put in evidence 
called up the bystander and five 
or six others and proved by them 
that they were acquainted with 
the reputation of the justice for 
truth and veracity in the neighbor¬ 
hood in which he lived; that his 
reputation was bad; and that they 
would not believe him on oath. 

The justice took it all very sol¬ 
emnly, and announced his decision 
about as follows: 

"The plaintiff did not make out 
a case until he introduced his last 
witness. This witness stated facts 
that gave him a right to recover, 
but it all rested on the testimony 
of this one witnesss. The defens'e 
then produced six reputable men 
who swore that they would not 
bedieve this witness on oath. I 
am compelled then to disregard 
the evidence of this witness and 
find for the defendant, and dismiss 
this action at the cost of the plain- 
tiff." 

It is said that the justice never 
offered to testify in a case again.
